A Lesson in Prayer 


Prayer is governed by the same laws that govern the growth of the 
flower in the crannied wall; it is controlled by the same laws that control the 
flow of a stream, the life of a bee. For as God is in all things, so are His 
laws prevailing in all things; and as God is the same yesterday, today, and 
forever, so are His mighty laws the same yesterday, today and forever. As 
prayer is life raised to its highest degree, so the laws of prayer are the laws 
of life raised to their highest expression. A man who learns and practices the 
laws of prayer correctly should be able to play better, do business better, 
work better, love better, serve better. For to learn how to pray is to learn how 
to live. 


Let us learn how to pray—naturally, joyously, as a part of the day’s 
happiest experience. Let us go away from our lesson in prayer refreshed and 
unself-conscious, as we would go from any happy or interesting experience. 
I would that we might feel such complete freedom from all restraint that we 
should find ourselves talking about it easily, spontaneously—yes, enthusias- 
tically, just as we would talk of any other interesting and natural experience 
of life. For it is the same, or should be the same, as all our other vital expe- 
riences, with this one difference, that there will be a quality of reverence sur- 
rounding it, greater perhaps than in the average experience, but a reverence 
that is such a part and parcel of our genuine selves that it can find its most 
appropriate and natural expression in simple, glowing enthusiasm and eager- 
ness to serve rather than in timid reticence, silent withdrawal, and stern 
asceticism. 


For prayer, as Jesus saw it, was not a withdrawal from life and a fasting 
from the good things that life affords. It was a glorious taking-in of the 
completeness, the fullness of life; an actual hunger, if you will, for those 
infinite riches of the Spirit.

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PROGRAM 


Under the auspices of the three national and interdenominational bodies, namely, 
the Council of Women for Home Missions, the Committee on Woman’s Work of the 
Foreign Missions Conference and the National Council of Federated Church Women, 
there is observed on the first Friday in Lent of each year a World Day of Prayer for 
the world-wide missionary enterprise. This will be a continuing in prayer from the 
rising of the sun in the Fiji Islands and New Zealand to the setting of the sun in 
Honolulu many hours later. In more than fifty countries Christians will have prayed for 
each other and will have pledged themselves to the bearing of one another’s burdens. 


The next annual observance of the World Day of Prayer will be April 10, 1936. 


OFFERINGS 


The interdenominational enterprises chosen for the offerings given on the World 
Day of Prayer are: Christian Literature for Women and Children in Mission Lands, 
Christian Service among Migrants, Women’s Union Christian Colleges in Foreign 
Fields, and Religious Education in United States Indian Schools. Offerings designated 
for these projects should be sent either to the Council of Women for Home Missions, 
105 East 22nd Street, New York City, or to the Committee on Women’s Work of 
the Foreign Missions Conference, 419 Fourth Avenue, New York City. If sent undes- 
ignated to either headquarters, the contribution will be divided equally between the 
home and foreign mission projects. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR LEADERS 


This program is to be adapted to the community using it. The service is essentially 
one of prayer. It is suggested that quiet music be played during the opening periods 
of meditation, continuing through the Bible verses. Care should be taken to arrange 
beforehand for the “Prayers to be offered.” The projects for which the offerings are 
to be given should be vividly presented through brief talks by women of the group, 
through impersonation, or simple dramatization. Some communities may want to have 
the churches open on March 8th for individual meditation and prayer throughout the 
day. Interdenominational committees to plan for the services and for publicity through 
newspapers, posters, church bulletins, and radio should be at work for weeks before 
March 8. In some places the committees for the observance on April 10th, 1936, will 
be appointed on March 8, 1935. Union services may be planned for young people and 
children as well as adults,
